COMPARATIVE BOOK PRODUCTION. 

AMERICAN publishing, although far more pro- 
ductive during the last year than in any previous 
one, still makes a poor show as compared with 
the figures of France and Germany, and even 
of England. The Bidliographie de la France, 
during 1881, recorded 12,261 books and pamph- 
letsissued from the French press. The Bérsen- 
blatt,in its comparative table of the German pub- 
lications of 1880 and 1881, gives for the former 
the total of 14,941, and for the latter, 15,191. The 
London Publishers’ Circular reported for 1880 a 
total of 5834 publications, and for 1881, 5406, 
The PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY recorded for 1880, 
2076 American issues, and for 1881, 2991.* 
[It should be borne in mind, however, that in 
addition to a far more extensive literary pro- 
duction, France and Germany also have an 
almost perfect system of bibliographical record, 
while, in this the bibliographical 
record, although in the main representative, is 
numerically far from complete. In France the 
deposit of every publication down to the 
smallest pamphlet, or leaflet, is required by 
law; in Germany no publication, however im- 
portant or extensive, goes on record without 
the deposit of a copy at Leipsic—and the rule 
in Germany works as perfectly as the law in 

‘ance. In the United States the chief biblio- 
Pe record is left to the private enterprise 
of the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, which is depend- 
*nt upon the intelligence and good-will of its 
publishing constituency. Although the majority 
of our publishers have learned to recognize the

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value of an official record perhaps as fully as 
their French and German brethren, it is a sin- 
gular fact that only a few houses give us the op- 
portunity todo bibliographical justice to a// their 
issues. It frequently occurs that an important 
book, and one on which booksellers and libra- 
rians should be posted at the earliest moment 
possible, in order to enable them to meet the 
public demand, has found its way to the Office 
of some second-class newspaper long before it 
reaches the PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY; and the 
copying of titles from newspapers and journals, 
and their verification by a protracted and often 
unsatisfactory correspondence, is still a regular 
and trying occupation of the bibliographer of 
the PusLisHERS’ WEEKLY.

“Though the negotiations for a copyright 
convention between the United States and this 
country are proceeding slowly, no doubt is en- 
tertained in United States publishing circles as 
to the result. In consequence of this several 
firms are paying English authors larger terms for 
advance sheets than they have heretofore paid. 
Some publishers who have been in the habit of 
reprinting books without paying the English 
author, are now offering remuneration, in order, 
doubtless, to be in his good graces when a 
copyright convention gives him freedom of 
contract.” 


It would scarcely be necessary to add that this 
gratuitous compliment paid to the sagacity of 
American publishers, must be credited to the 
London Atheneum, might it not be mistaken 
for one of the famous “‘ international ” courte- 
sies of Mr. G. W. Smalley, in the VY.

THE PHILADELPHIA BOOK TRADE. 


THE tenth anniversary of the Book Trade 
Association, composed of book publishers and 
gentlemen representing allied interests, was 
celebrated on the evening of February 23, at Fi- 
nelli’s, Chestnut Street, below Broad. At 6.30 
o’clock the following-named gentlemen sat 
down to the annual dinner of the association :

After the discussion of an elaborate menu, 
Willis P. Hazzard, who acted as chairman in 
the absence of Thomas MacKellar, who was de- 
tained at home on account of illness, called the 
association to order, and, after expressing re- 
gret at the absence of the president, delivered 
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a brief address, in which he sketched 
of the organinzation and the circumst 
der which it was formed, and then spoke of j 
usefulness during the ten years of its existence 
He mentioned the names of fourteen origina 
members who have died, including Bloomfield 
H. Moore and Sylvester J. Megargee. 

At the suggestion of one of the members, the 
company arose and drank in silence to the 
memory of the deceased members. 

A. G. Elliott, secretary of the aSSOCiation 
then presented his annual report. This read 
as follows: 

“To-night we have the pleasure of commemo. 
rating the steps taken ten years ago to perfect 
an organization that has not only been an honor 
to our name and our city, but a bulwark of de. 
fence. I shall, therefore, briefly recall facts of 
interest. 

‘* The first meeting was held February 23, 185) 
in the rooms of Messrs. Cowperthwait & Co, 
Seventh and Chestnut Streets. The invitation 
was responded to by nearly all, if not all, the 
branches of industry pertaining to book-making. 
On April 3, 1872, the association was started 
on its mission of good, with eighty-seven per. 
sons and firms as its sponsors, and a pleased 
treasurer, who swelled his bank account at ¢ 
a head. 

“ Early in its existence, May 23, 1872, it was 
called to defend the tariff on paper, books, 
etc., and sent a strong protest by a delegation 
to inform Mr. John Sherman, chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Senate, of .its ob- 
jections to any change. The memory of that 
visit comes as a silent benison, recalling how 
our worthy first vice-president, in an elaborate 
article explaining our views, was quietly told 
‘to cease reading, hand it up, we will consider 
your remarks ;’ but when the publisher of the 
Printers’ Circular spoke for ten thousand of 
the most intelligent printers, the mighty states- 
man laid down his pen and deigned to listen. 
He evidently respected the printers’ press. 

“ The same year it exhibited its adherence to 
its principles by sending to ten colleges, South 
and West, complete sets of H. C. Cary’s text- 
books on political economy, so that the future 
legislators might be educated in the best doc- 
trines of statesmanship as pertains to America 
and American industries. 

“On May 7, 1874, it made its protest so strong 
on the State Senate bill appointing a commis 
sion of experts, who were to select text-books 
for the schools, that the bill did not pass, and 
thereby saved houses in the school-book trade 
from being driven out of business by favoritism.

Un being released at the close of the session 
of the House of Commons, and having an in- 
dictment hanging over him for the attack upon 
the Irish Premier, it was deemed desirable for 
him to leave Dublin, and he emigrated and 
came to Philadelphia, where he arived on the 
ist of November, 1784. He soon found a friend 
in Lafayette, who without solicitation loaned 
him $400, which was afterward returned, and 
with which, on the 25th of January, 1785, he 
founded the Pennsylvania H, ld, f ie h 
Columbian Mavasi SS a ollowed by the 
aaa .

Mr. Hazard followed with a brief sketch of 
the changes he had witnessed in the book trade, 
in prices, etc, 

Hector Orr was introduced, and, after having 
been applauded heartily, gave his reminiscences 
of the printers of the city. The printers he 
considered the unconscious Levites in the true 
temple of civilization. Isaac Ashmead was the 
speaker’s preceptor. He had been Mr. Orr’s 
Sunday-school teacher in 1818, and three years 
later Mr. Orr became his apprentice. An inter- 
esting sketch was given by Mr. Orr of the 
growth of Isaac Ashmead’s business, the intro- 
duction of a Ramage press ; then the employ- 
ment of “two blind horses and a black man 
with only one eye,” to supply the power of the 
presses; then the acquirement of a six-horse- 
power engine, built by Matthew Baldwin, and 
the wonder of the day, being severally dwelt 
upon. 

The most that the best two men of his day 
could do in his earlier days was to pull 500 
impressions an hour of a medium-sized sheet. 
The Bullock press, which the speaker had 
helped into success, will run 20,000 impressions 
an hour of sheets four times the size of those 
first spoken of. The printing business to-day, 
he said, is well divided among excellent men, 
and has inherent excellence in it, but is poorly 
paid. He believed a better literature was what 
would send the trade forward. 

J. R. Sypher followed in an elucidation of 
the Copyright law and the difficulties that stand 
in the way of an international treaty on the 
subject, and Francis Wells responded to a toast 
to ‘* The Press.”
